The vwo men who veutured upon the shakiog
wrall, for the purpose of aJjusting the ropes Lo
the chimmney, when the latier was overturned,
88 already deseribed In THE EveNiNe TeLe-
GRAFH, weré members of Lthe Washington Hose
Oompulﬁ-. and were named John Carrlgan and
James Hookler, Tne task was boih difliealt
and dangerous, but tne work of removing the
bodies of the killed from the rulns could
Dot be prosecuted while the echlmney re-
malned standiog, and ready to il at any
moment, Great oredit is, therofore, due Lo these
men for their feariess veutlure, Iudeed, the
Aremen bhave labored from first to last, in Lhiy
distressing afluir, in & munner that entitles
them Lo Lbe gratitude of the enllre publle, Bat
there are nmong our firemen a @ew characters
who are s disgrace to thelr fraternity, as well ns
& pest W the communily, One ol Lhess wis ar-
rested 10r robblug a corp¥e of au emply pocket-
boolt, while snutoer escuped with a gold watoh,
trken jrom the same body.

Abont 4 o'elogk yesterdny afternoon the over-
worked and exbausted frewen wera relleved
by a number of voluuleer oubluel-malkers,
whose exertions were suon rewarded by the dis-
eovery of the remnius of Mr, George W. Geasay
and Samuel Durgen. Nelther of them bhad besn
reached by the flre, but both were horribly
crurbed by the felling Limbers, and must have
suflered an Instant death, Both the bodies were
found In a sitting posture, In the south weslern
corner of the ruTued Luilding, the hend of Mr,
Gensev resting on bis lefi urm,

Notwithetanding the drizzling railn which
continued throughout this Tnnrnln%, arowds
still gathered and lingered aboul the plage,
while their execltement manifustod no abate-
ment. A more dismoal pletare could nout bo
Tugined than that praasntml to all obgarvers,

Aboot half afler 9 o'cloek willing hands set to
work oleain way Lthe rubblsh, and Inbored
sleadlly through the drenching raln in seareh
of friends and relatives, Now and then a burnt
shoe, bat, or tatiered plece of cloth, brought to
Hght by the excavation In the debri, would be
enrefully examined by mrrnwinf; friends, as @
olue to the whereubonls of the missing, Fatliers
und brothers were Lhere, who galhéred around
the scene of desotation, living 1o that awlal sus-
entse when a falnt ray of hope almost foreen
tself upon inevitable truth, that the missing
could not have perlshed,

A volunteer foree of Afly men was offered (o
those in clharge of removing the rabblsh, W
relieve the firemen and others who had labored
#0 epergetionlly since the eatastrophe. It I8
Enown that three bodies e at the baso of the
chimuey, and are covered up by a large plle of
bricks und timber.

Tos Lirrie Orsax Poor—How Taay Live.
—HBul few comparstively, engrossed with the
cares and dudles of e, have so.realy a thougbt
for the atoms of humunity which driit along in
such a vaust metropolis as this, None thare aro
who care for them, not one to guide or direct
them In the proper paths of llfe. Imagination
soarcely exaggerates the pleture, words fall to
@xpress the reality of the llstless rovings, tho
loniellness, the ploohings of hunger and want of
poor little ontenst orphans. And of such there
are many, t:um!nt( from Lthe lower classes, who
care little or nothlng at all for the little oves
suddenly berefl of parents, Oharity cannot
nlways extend Its benevolent hand, publio
offivinls often fail w0 polnt them out, and tho
negligenes of those who onoes were nelghbors
leaves Lhe lttle orphan ones to ramble nlone,
uncared for, anknown, through the thorongi-
furcs, Lo galn m livellbood as best they cai.
Whai a life Is thelrs! Tuoelr only home the
streels, Thelr sustenanes whnat little they oan
earn, and olten sleal, or what thoy beg from
door to door, helrmengre clothing, the cast-ofl
garments of others, for sSumraer oo hot, and for
winter ulterly ivcapable of kéeplng out Lhe
chilly biasts and penahratlng cold, Coverlngs
jor their heads are 50 varied nsto defy enauie.
rutlon, but all answoerlng to the geoneral title
of "ventllation gossamers,” Thelr seanty ward-
robe is ever with them, and n tattéred Lnnud-
kerchlef would be an easy subslitute for a
trunk, wherein to place their littleall, At all
times 'he friendlesa orplinpbs are tbhe last to
leave the thornuﬁ:lfare‘ which have been
thronged all day by Lhe ceaseless, hurrying
streans of bumanity., Could you wateh them
us onc by one they durt down gloomy alleys, up
durk streets, aud into more dismal courts, their
sleeplng praces wonld be brougot Lo Hzht even
amby Lthe darkness,

Whut a story could some old and rickely
Sinlrwey tell, If its battered nod wealher-
stalnid boavds had but the power of uiterance,
of the i le, lonely, raggel urchio whio sougbt
und)rououuu At the hourof midoight, and cud-
dled benesih s totleving form, Lo sob himsell
to sleep, while the wind whilstied througn tne
ehinks, making the nld stuirwny creak aod
groan in harmony with his lopeliness !

tenants save rats and ronches; of damp oallars,
marble steps, aud Inmber yurds, as nightly re-
soris. Buba few bours would they be tenants. .
Betors the dawa of day, these llttle editions of
the “Wandering Joew,” done up In rags, would
rousa themselves, perform their ablutions nt
the npearest pump, snd then commmence thelr
regular dismal tramp up and down Lie slresls,

'E‘helr modes of life are as varled as fancy's
whims can make them, but ever kept within
the bounds whioh poverly makes for all, Their
vocations are many. They composs anarmy of
bootblacks, while 1o no less number Lthey are
the squnds of newsboys who are dally met
sabhont the streels. Bome chooss the harder Llfe
of beggary, which I8 but poorly rewarded for
the many petitions that louging looks, piached
fuces, and battered forms can meke. A large
nnmﬁer, helped onward by rude specches and
rongh usage, have already, b{ Puuy actions,
crossed the threshold of the oriminal world.

In the day time they Y.ua on every band, at
night they stand upon the steps of our theatres
esgerly walching to catoh & glimpss of the
imunginary world within, Or b{: the atd of the
bard-earned quarter Lthey gain the upper elrole,
only to feel more sharply the contrast of the
two extremes of poverly sbove and wealth
below, A hard 1ife is thelrs! One full of templa-
tlon and sad destitution. Many have been

thered into the homes which the charitable

wve endowed., But thelr namber ls but & mi-
nority of the great army of orphans Lo be found
soatlered throughout this great metropolls,

The Homes for these wanderers are filled,
Thelr managers have done, are dolng a noble
work, but thelr willing hands are eramped by
the lack of support. t not the progress of
one of the grandest of objeols be bampered b
want of mean 8, but let our kind-hearted oitl-
zens come 1o Ite rescne, Lo order that these little
orphans may be brought under wholesome
keeplng, where they can be aducated and ele-
vated, 80 that they may make good and upright
eltizens of the community,

THE STANWIX HALL TRAGEDY.

THER BECOXD DAY'E EXAMINATION—POSTPONEMENT
OF THR INVESTIGATION—SOME PACTS ANOUT
THE PARTIES, BTC.

ALBAXY, June7. —Theexamination of General
Cole for tue assassination of Mr, Hlscoclk, at
Stanwlx Hall, was r1esumed this morning be-
fore Pollce Justice B, H. H, Parsons, lo the
office of the Sherlfl, in the county jall The
]lurmmmr was attonded by bis connsel, Willlam
J. Hadley, Wouen brought from Lhe Bpurtinent
he ocouplies In Lthe jall Into the presence of the
mogisirite he was scoompianied by a friend,
who, it wassald, was an old asgualntance, who
bhad known bim in Galtfornia

His manoer was cool and collected, but there
wos s nervous twitehdng of the lip and 4 rest-
lessnegy I the eye which bespoke a mind Ll st
ease, and a strnpger might ol onee have roadily
fixed upon him as the principal in this un-
bappy affulr. Duriog the examinauon walenh
ensued he appeared to be at times overcome
with drowslpess, snd elosed his eyes and nodded
his head as if overcome by sleep, There was
nlko obxervable a nervous twilching of his
under llp and Hogers, as an indication that ha
felt serlously the oritieal posiilon In whisn he
was placed. There were presant only the offi-
cers of the Jall, the prisoner and his counsel
thie magistrate, the prosecuting attorney, an
members of Lhe press,

Dr. Jamés H. Armaby was the firsl witness sworn—
I am o practising phiysiolnn and sargeon in thls cliy;
exanmined the peison of AMr. Hhbwock op the evealngo
June 4, at stanwix IHell; 1t was uear § o'cloek—paat
thint hour; he was lylog on his baok, with his bead
townrds the door by which I entered; 1t was io n bid-
room up stalrs, In the esst wing of the bullding: there
wisk i crowd ol people o the iogw, and two or three
other puysiclaps: I notlced Dra, Havons and Stevens
and oue or A\Wo medioal students; tuere wing o wound
undertherighteve: I passed a probe—npearly the length
ol it—ipto the wound: Lthe direction was slighuy up-
ward and inward, eroshing thraogh the bones of the
face nnd the base of the skull, pearly intoe direguen of
toe ppinal marrow, where 1t unltes with the brain;
the Dall must have lodged In the bagk part of the
bruln: the probe moved freely lu s lateral direction,
wnd I could touch several fragments of boae; there
was quile aaspaos made DY the ball and Lhe fragments
ol hone that had been carried before 1t 1 ald not teuch
the ball; the bull most LK1y glunced upward, snd may
have been some distance from the end of the probe:
he was dead at this time: I placed my bhand over the
henrt; therse wus no pulsation: the wound was un-
doubtlediy the cause of his death; e wound gould
bave been made by o pistol ball,

The examinstion of this witness beln
Hadley, the prisoner’s counsel, suld he
